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•Editorial Observation- 
Age of Suspicion 
Is Now Upon Us

Years ago, the purchase of a desired item was 
completed by bartering; the exchange of one item, or 
several items, depending on the value, for another. 
With the discovery of gold, both nuggets and dust 
became a means of paying for goods. Eventually, a 
monetary system, using paper and silver was con­ 
ceived for the handling of buying and selling, and 
banks were established to hold a m an’s cash so he 
could issue a check, payable by the bank for the 
amount written in to a seller. 
The art of bartering and buying is fast becoming 
difficult in this day and age. There is a lot of money 
around and a lot of banks, but there is very little trust. 
Charge accounts, frowned on by many, are easier 
used than attem pting to pay for purchases today. You 
can walk into a store and charge an item, receive the 
bill at the end of the month, mail a check and the 
transaction is finalized. But walk into the same store 
and try to pay then and there for your purchase and it 
becomes necessary to virtually sign your life away, in 
order to prove your identity. 
Recently, a friend of mine walked into a department 
store to buy a shirt which came to a little more than $5. 
She pulled a five out of her billfold and asked them if 
they would accept the balance from a roll of dimes she 
had in her purse. They said “yes, if you will sign your 
name and address on the roll of coins because we don’t 
have time to count them .” 
Recently, someone I know attempted to pay for some 
groceries with a $50 bill. He was asked to sign his name 
and address, and the manager was called to okay the 
acceptance of the bill. 
All $1000 bills are registered and must be accounted 
for — but a $50 bill? 
We have been warned repeatedly to carry little 
money on our person for fear of robberies, and since 
check-cashing is quickly becoming a thing of the past, 
what will people do? 
Some grocery stores who used to cash payroll checks 
are discontinuing this service to their customers; few 
shop owners will accept a check for a penny more than 
the exact amount of the bill.

Some Dallas banks must be aware of this problem 
because several of them have recently announced they 
will be open all day on Saturdays for the convenience of 
customers who need cash to carry them over the 
weekend, or those who persumably cannot get to the 
bank on Fridays. 
There was a time when a m an’s word was his bond 
and his I.O.U. was entirely acceptable. Today, even his 
cash is questioned, which must mean the age of 
suspicion is indeed upon us. 


Wholesale Price 
Rise Very Small 


Smallest in 8 Months 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Continuing declines in the 
cost of farm products and 
processed foods helped keep 
the increase in wholesale 
prices to 0.5 per cent in June, 
the smallest monthly rise in 
eight 
months, 
the 
Labor 
Department said today. 
Although industrial prices 
rose rapidly last month, they 
were offset by the fourth 
straight monthly decrease in 
prices for produce and proc­ 
essed foods. 
The wholesale prices index 
for June was 155.7, 14.5 per 
cent higher than June 1973. 
The index for farm products 
and processed foods and 
feeds dropped 3.4 per cent. 


A strong threat for the 
nation’s economy, however, 
was the sharp increase in 
industrial commodities — a 
steadily accelerating figure 
which 
foreshadow s con­ 
sumer prices for the coming 
months. This index rose 2.1 
per cent in June, but was 29.9 
per cent higher than one 
year ago. 
The sharp rise in the in­ 
dustrial commodities index 
was paced by metals, fuels, 
chemicals, and machinery 
and equipment. 
Farm prices dropped 6.7 
per cent, the department 
said, 
m ostly 
on 
the 
w eakening 
prices 
for 
livestock, fresh and dried 


vegetables, 
m ilk, 
live 
poultry, and oil seeds. 
But consum er du rab le 
goods also rose, prim arily 
because of higher prices for 
autom obiles, 
household 
appliances 
and 
floor 
covering. 
Although 
the prices 
of 
residual fuels declined, the 
fuels index rose 3 per cent— 
reflecting gains for gasoline, 
distillates, electric power, 
coal and coke, according to 
departmental statistics. 
Prices of metals advanced 
sharply in June, by 3.1 per 
cent. More than half that rise 
was blamed by the Labor 
Department on

Do 44 large rabbits, 127 
small rabbits, two turkeys, 
13 chickens, three ducks and 
swarms of flies create an 
unlawful and unsanitary 
condition? 
M u n i c i p a l 
J u d g e 
Raymond Robinson decided 
Wednesday afternoon that 
they do, but Jennie Welpe of 
2717 Meadows claims city 
officials are unqualified to 
judge and has announced her 
intention to request a jury 
trial to appeal Robinson’s 
decision. 
She was fined $12.50 each 
for two separate violations of 
the animal and fowl control 
ordinance. She was found 
guilty of a similar offense 
last August, but apparently 
the fine was never paid and 
the 
violation 
was 
not 
corrected. 
City Health Officer Bill 
Threet testified that he made 
an inspection of Ms. Welpe’s 
backyard on June 13 and 
found

Building

Building permits issued in 
June rose 23 percent over 
last year’s June total, but 
fell 20 percent from May’s 
total, according to Ralph 
Shick, chief building official. 
He said 119 single family 
residence permits valued at 
$2,844,020 were issued

Ninety-one 
such 
permits were issued during 
the same period in 1973 and 
150 permits were issued last 
month. 
Both duplex perm its and 
office permits were down 50 
percent from May’s figure 
with one permit being issued 
in 
each

June. Two retail permits 
were issued in both May and 
June. No duplex, retail or 
office permits were issued in 
June of 1973, he said. 


chickens, three ducks and 
two 
turkeys. He said the 
three largest chickens and 
the 
ducks were on the 
ground while the rest of the 
animals and fowls 
were 
penned in cages. 
He added that the home is 
built on a lot measuring 73 
feet by 117 feet and that the 
backyard was in a very 
crowded condition. He said 
he smelled a foul odor of 
manure and saw many flies. 
“The yard was unclean, 
unsan itary and not well 
kept,” Threet said. “There 
was stagnant water, flies 
and 
a 
terrible ordor. 
However, she is in violation 
of the ordinance even 
without the odor and flies.” 
Section 
4-2 of the 
or­ 
dinance states that only four 
domesticated animals of the 
sam e 
species 
over 
six 
months old and only two fowl 
can be kept within 150 feet of 


the property line of a town 
lot. Section 4-3 of the or­ 
dinance states that the 
animals and fowls must be 
kept in certain san itary 
conditions. 
Threet said he mailed Ms. 
Welpe a three-page letter the 
same day he made the in­ 
spection. asking her 
to 
eliminate the conditions in 
violation of the ordinance. 
He made a second inspection 
on June 20 and found that 
some of the fowl had been 
rem oved but u n san itary 
conditions were still evident, 
he added. 
A next door neighbor, 
Dean Spearm an of 2721 
Meadows, also testified that 
conditions in the yard are 
unsanitary. He said that he 
has been a resident for the 
whole length of time that Ms. 
Welpe 
has 
lived 
on 
Meadows. 
“ I have smelled a foul odor 


coming from her backyard,” 
he said. “ It stinks like a wet 
chicken house and rabbit 
manure. I consider her yard 
to 
be 
unsanitary, 
disagreeable and a hazard to 
the health of my family.” 
Ms. Welpe admitted that 
T h reet’s account of the 
number of anim als and fowls 
was approximately correct 
but added that she now has 
fewer anim als because she 
has butchered since that 
tim e. She did, however, 
challenge testimony that her 
yard is u nsanitary 
and 
claimed that 
Threet and 
Spearman were unqualified 
to judge whether her rabbits 
are unsanitary. 
“I’ll pay a vet to come 
inspect my rabbits, if you 
can find one who is qualified 
to treat rabbits,” Ms. Welpe 
said. “The judge and the city 
attorney are also welcome to 


visit my yard. 
I’ll 
show 
anyone that my rabbits are 
clean and disease free. If 
conditions were unsanitary, 
my rabbits would be sick. 
They are not sick. They are 
show rabbits and they must 
be disease free to be shown. ” 
Judge Robinson told Ms. 
Welpe that she had been 
warned before about 
the 
conditions in her yard and 
that the city’s only concern 
is that the conditions 
cleaned up. 
“Threet is qualified 
determ ine that the con 
ditions are unsanitary 
was hired by the city to do 
so,” Robinson said. 
“ My 
advice to you is to alleviate 
the conditions as soon as 
possible. 
If not, we will 
possibly have to go to in­ 
junctive relief.” 
No date has as yet been set 
for Ms. Welpe’s appeal.

Q. I would like to know when they w ill be putting up signal 
lights on Central Expressway and 15th St. B.M.

Collins also pointed to the 


impact of dificit spending. 
‘‘When the Federal Debt was 
created in 1917, we had a 
National Debt of $3 billion. 


Now 56 years later, we have 
a debt of over 475 billion. In 
fiscal year 1975 the National 
Debt interest will be alm ost 
IO percent of our total budget 
or $30.5 billion dollars per 
year — growing at the rate of 
$40,000 a minute! Spending 
money we do not have is 
inflationary,” he asserted.

Answer to Previous Puzzle 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the new polyester 
or talon thread. In threading the sewing machine it seems to 
spread out like a fan and if I do get the thread through the 
needle it seldom moves more than an eighth of an inch. This 
means I have to keep beeswax in my machine drawer and 
tweezers to grab the thread if it does go through. I hope 
someone will come up with thread that has more “back 
bone.” —BARBARA. 
DEAR POLLY and Lynn — If the sweater with stretched 
cuff bands is wool or any other knit that shrinks in hot water, 
wash and thoroughly rinse as usual and then dip RIBBING 
ONLY in HOT water and hold a few minutes. Dry as usual 
and then the ribbing should be nicely shrunk. If it should 
shrink too much the remedy is to again dip in hot water, 
hand stretch to the required size and dry pinned to size bet­ 
ween two towels. —TERESA. 
DEAR POLLY — I want to tell Lynn how I tighten the rib­ 
bing on sweaters. Thread a darning needle with more than 
enough elastic sewing thread to go around the ribbing, turn 
the sweater wrong side out, catch the underneath side of the 
purl stitches in the ribbing all the way around the cuff. 
Leave the ends loose for the time being. Repeat this every 
three-quarters or half inch on the ribbing so the right side 
will not pucker when the threads are drawn up to the correct 
measurement. Tie the ends of each row together so they may 
be pulled up again should the sweater stretch after several 
months of wear. —MARGARET. 
DEAR POLLY — My mother recently made some inexpen­ 
sive blankets that required a minimum of labor and expense. 
She used large remnants of terry cloth, in a large colorful 
print, measured it to fit her bed and bound the edges with 
cotton binding. Using a double thickness of terry makes 
them especially warm and one side could be plain and the 
other a print. 
Hanging baskets are now the rage and look very attractive 
in a bathroom where most plants grow especially well due to 
the steam and moisture. —SHARON. 
DEAR POLLY — When my hair gets a bit droopy I refresh 
my set by rolling it on rollers before my bath or shower and 
the steam perks up the set IF the rollers are left on at least 20 
minutes after the bath. —PAULINE. 
DEAR POLLY and Thelma — I removed a rubber-backed 
carpet from my bedroom floor and was left with the same 
problem of stuck-on bits of the rubber backing. Scraping did 
no good so I poured warm water on the spots and they came 
off quite easily. Pull all the squares up first. — MRS. L.M.S.
